pence it was nsceflary for them to be at 
as a company ; in which cafe the proprie- 
tors of their ftock would have had the 
vernment’s 3]. per cent. clear to them- 
Ives, befide having an opportunity to 
provide for fome of their poor friends, 
and the honour of having eminently con- 
tributed to the increafe of the trade, na- 
vigation, happinefs, and fecurity of their 
country ; and various methods might have 
been found, for rendering them fecure as 
to the repayment of their principal, even 
from the unfortunate private trader. Whe-

Extra of a Letter from Rear- Admiral Cotes 
to Mr, Cleveland. dated on board bis Mae 
jfy’s Ship the Marlborough, November 99 
1757, in Port-Royal Harbour. 

“ The 2sth of ‘aft month, capt, Forreft, 
in his majefiy’s thip the Augufta, with the 
Dread: ought and Edinburgh under his come 
mand, returned {rom their cruize off Cape 
Francois. Capt. Forreft gives me the fol- 
lowing account of an agion that happened 
the 21ft, berween the fhips ander his come 
mand, aod feven French fhips of war 

At feven, in the morning, the Dread 
nought made the fignal for feeing the enes 
my's ficet coming out of Cape Francois; 

N we 
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we made fail to difcover them plain ; and 
at half paft eight made feven fail of large 
fhips, a fchooner, and a pilot-boat. J then 
made the fignal for the line a-head, and 
fhortened fail, to let the enemy come up, 
and to preferve the weather gage, At noon 
faw with great certainty they were four 
fhips of the line, and three large frigates. 
I then made the fignal for the captains 
Suckling and Langdon, who agreed with me 
to engage them: Accordingly we bore 
down, and about twenty minutes after three 
the action began with great brifknefs on 
both fides, and continued for two hours and 
an half, when the French commodore made 
a fignal, and one of the frigates immediately 
came to tow him out of the line, and the 
reft of the French fhips followed him. Our 
fhips had fuffered fo much in their mafts, 
fails, and rigging, that we were in no con- 
dition to purfue them. Both officers and 
feamen behaved with the greateft refolution 
the whole time of the ation, and were un- 
happy at the conclufion of it, that the fhips 
were not ina condition to follow the French, 
who had frigates to tow them off. I am 
informed the French, on this occafion, had 
put on board the Sceptre her full comple- 
ment of guns, either from the fhore, or out 
of the India fthip ; and had alfo mounted 
the Outarde ftorefhip with her full propor- 
tion of guns ; and had taken not only the 
men out of the merchant fhips, but foldiers 
from the garrifon, in hopes their appearance 
would frighten our fmall fquadron, and 
oblige them to leave their coaft clear for 
them to carry out their large convoy of 
merchant fhips ; but our captains were too 
gallant to be terrified at their formidable 
appearance ; and fo far from avoiding them, 
that they bore down, and engaged with the 
greateft refolution and good conduét. And 
I have the pleafure to acquaint their lord- 
fhips, that the captains, officers, feamen, 
and marines, have done their duty on this 
occafion, much to their honour; and I 
hope their good behaviour will be approved 
by their lordfhips.”’ (See p. 50.) 

Admiralty-Office. Capt. Man, of his ma- 
jefty’s thip the Penguin, gives an account, 
in his letter of the 6th inftant, That, on 
the 3d, between the Bermyhead and Dead- 
man, he took a fnow privateer belonging 
to Havre de Grace, called the Fidelle, 
mounting eight carriage guns, four pounders, 
and eight fwivels, and 48 men, She had 
been out nine days, and taken nothing.

5 ie E fudden and unexpeed retreat of 
the Ruffian army laft fummer, is now 
become more myfterious than it was before, 
as it feems plain that the general had no 
orders from his court for that purpofe ; be- 
caufe that court have not only acceded to 
the quadruple alliance, mentioned in our 
laft, but have put their army under the 
command of general Fermer, and ordered 
him to return forthwith into Pruffia, note 
withftanding the rigorous feafon. Accord- 
ingly he began his march foon after the firft 
of laft month, and, on the 22d, his vane 
guard took poffeffion of Konigiberg, the 
capital of Pruffia, without oppofition, as 
all the Pruffian troops that were in that 
country had retired to Marienwerder, in ore 
der to pafs from thence into Pomerania, 
where the Pruffian troops are at prefent trie 
umphant, having invefted Stralfund itfelf, 
and blocked it up fo clofe, that nothing cam 
get out or into that city by land ; but es 
the Swedes have in it a garrifon of 6000

foot, and 600 horfe, and have an open 
communication with it by fea, it may hold 
out till they are able to relieve it, for which 
purpofe they talk at Stockholm of fending 
a reinforcement of 12,000 men to their 
army in the Ifland of Rugen. 

The Pruflian army in Silefia, and the Au- 
ftrian army in Bohemia, continue quiet in 
their winter quarters ; but the former have 
a detachment cantoned about Schweidnitz 
for blocking up the Auftrian garrifon in that 
place, which has occafioned feveral fkir- 
mifhes, as the garrifon makes frequent fal 
lies upon the befegers ; and the Pruffians 
have likewife another detachment in the 
Auftrian Silefia, where they (till hold poffef- 
fion of Jegendorff and Tioppaw, and raife 
contributions even as far as Tefchen, which 
obliged the Auftrians to fend a ftrong de- 
tachment to Jablunka, in order to guard the 
pafs from Silefia into Hungary. 

The ftates of the electorate of Saxony 
were la(t month convdked at Leipfic, in or- 
der to take into confideration, or rather to 
hear the demand made by the king of Pruf. 
fia, which confifted of three articles: Firft, 
The delivery of 18,000 recruits. Secondly, 
The payment of a year’s revenue of the 
electorate in advance; and, Thirdly, An 
extraordinary fubfidy of 800,000 crowns 
from that city : All which were to be com- 
plied with under pain of military execu- 
tion ; and as the city of Leipfic found it- 
felf wnable to comply with the demand, the 
Pruffian troops bégan the fecond inftant te 
proceed to military execution, in the fame 
manner as his Pruffian majefty’s enemies do 
in all the territories of him and his allies, 
which they have been able to make them- 
felves matters of. 

From Lower Saxony we have had fince 
our laft the following accounts. 

Ackerfleben, Jan 14. Since the memo- 
rable battle of Rofbach had, by its confe- 
quences, obliged marthal Richelieu to retire 
from the Pruffian territory, the governor of 


Magdebourg detached a part of his garrifon, 
confifting of a brigade of foot, and 1200 


horfe, under the command of gen. Jun- 
cheim, to cover the flat country of Halber- 
ftadt from the enemy's incurfions.
